TWIN FALLS - When the state began 
looking at ove^uHng Its system of han- 
dling juveniles who break the law, coun- 
ties had one major wish: more control. 

They got it, with the writing of the 
Juvenue CotT^ons Act. 

New Department of Juvenile 
Corrections director Brent Reinke plans 
to continue that process: to “make a dif- 
ference one community by one church 
group by one intervendon program by 
. one child at a time.**

Oops: The credibility of Idaho's 
Education Department is suffer- 
ing, a guest editorial says. 
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Changeover 

The 1995 Lc^ature replaced the old 
Youth Rehabilitation Act with the 
Juvenile Correcdons Act, a 20-part Ic^ 
ladon made up of two .bills. 

The act shifted responsibility for juve- 
nile offenders from the Department of 
Health and Welfare to a new 
Department of Juvenile Correcdons. 

The change came after an interim legisln- 
dve committee took a comprehensive look 
at the juvenile system during the summer 
of 1994, and fdu^ widespread dissadsfac- 
don with Health and Wd^’s apint>adL 

The new department was assigned to 
a “balanced approach" to.juvenile 
.offenders, .weighing. accouncability.. 
against community protecdon mid devel- 
opingsldlls. ' 

It alro fordtd more focus on juvenile 
probadon office at the county level. 

“Funding for the coundes before was 
helterekelter. Under Health and Welfare, 
there wasn’t a coordinated system,” said 
legislative assistant Susan Mather, a 
staffer to the interim committee. 

The state's roles 

The state has two roles under the 

_Juv enile Correcdons Ac t , 

- 'First It takes juveniles sentenced to 
long-tenn incarceration in juvenile fadli- 
ties - such as felons, sex offenders or 
repeat offenders. The Department of 
Correction Imprisons juveniles who have 
been sentenced as adults. 

Second, it provides money for pro- 
gnuns the counties want to Implement. 
The money comes from tobacco taxes 
and block grants. 

Tobacco taxes ore split 50-50 between 
public schools and counties' juvenile pro- 
grams. Ow.the lost year, juvenile pro-., 
grams statewide have been given more 
than $4.5 mililon. 

The money is intended to expand juve- 
nile departments, and can be spent on 
training or equipment, said Juvenile 
Corrections spolcMman W.C Overton.

However, the new department has got- 
ten off to a shaky start. 

The drst director, Michael Johnson - a . 
former Rexburg legislator who served on 
the committee that drafted the 1995 leg- 
islation - resigned Feb. 13 after a two- 
month Department of Law Enforcement 
inves tigation, ^le investigation focused_ 
on allegation's oTmlscoriduct'hy two 
department employees with close con- 
nections to Johnson and sexu^ harass- 
ment charges: investigators concluded 
Johnson had violated state policy and 
was guilty of favoritism. 

A March 28 review by the governor’s 
Dirislon of Financial Management paints 
a grim picture. 

The agency has struggled because of a 
lack of direction from.upper manage- 
ment in nearly every aspect of its opera- 
tions, the report sold. The review gives 
21 specific recommendations fbr improv- 
ing Juvenile Corrections. 

Among other problems identified in the 
Division of Financial Management report: 

• Between 26 and 30 juveniles are in 
department custody because they have 
no suitable home to go back to.

A state-of-the-art traffic signal system is being 
Installed to keep vehicles moving through 28 major

intersections around town. The new system will allow 
li^ts at different intersection/to “talk’’ with one anoth- 


er, giving many motorists green-carpet treatment ffom 

-one end of town to the other. — - — 

The new system is expected to cost around $800,000, 
with Unde footing 80 percent of the bill; the smte 
and dty will tpUt the remainder. The new system is 
s^eduled to come oh-Uoe in the lost week of June, but 
fine-tuning.could stretch into July, said City Engineer 
Gary Young. 

“At that point, well probably have the most sophisti- 
cal^ system in Idoho,” Young said. “There will -be a sig- 


nificant net increase in effiden^, but people will still

“If you drive around Twin every day, you're going to 
see a difference,” added George Oberle, Shoshone- 
' based district traffic engineer with the Idaho 
Department of Transportation. “Motorists will recognize 
the time savings. Tney may not recognize the ’other 
things, but the world will benefit”

management of this kind of waste,” he - 
said. 

“We have a public health responsibiU- 
ty.to protect the Colorado River. We 


would not site a facility in Word Valley if 
we thou^t it would pose any threat at 
all to the Colorado River,” said 
Baldridge, a lawyer who has been work- 
ing on me project for years. 

Opponents have disagreed for years.

released during the April-June 
spawning period. 

An area designated as critical 
habitat for the endangered 
spedes lies near Shiprock, down* 
river from the so-called quality 
fishing waters below Navajo Dam. 

Rainbow and brown trout have 
been stocked below. the dam 
since it was completed in the 
1960s, and they thrive in the cdld 
water flowing from the bottom of 
the dam. The 3V miles down-, 
stream from the spillway ore so 
renowned for fly fishing fish- 
ermen must thiw back anything 
under 20 inches.

Government imposes 
autocratic will on Congo 


KINSHASA, Congo (AP) — It . 
can be as harmless os not paying 
the pennies it costs to ride a bus. 
Or as deadly as shooting a 
defenseless man in the back. 

A week after , welcoming 
• Laurent Kabila’s victorious rebel 
alliance into Kinshasa with 
cheers and palm fronds, residents 
of the capital cite, increasing 
signs of the autocracy that chafed 
under Mobutu Sesc Seko, the 
Zairian dictator Kabila ousted. 

Raphael Ghcnda, information 
minister of the newly-renamed 
Congo, announced a ban on 
demonstrations Saturday night, a 
few hours after soldiers broke up 
an opposition march and 
detained a few dozen protesters. 
They also took film and video- 
tapes from journalists covering 
the march. 

Some things arc better, insist- 
ed two old men walking with 
plastic bags of knick-knacks pur- 
chased Sunday at the capital's 
Grand Market. The streets arc 
safe now, one said, pointing to his 
pocket to show he con cany pos- 
sessions without fear' of bullying 
soldiers or.strcct Uiicvcs.' 

But, they said, the new soldiers 


ride buses without paying, just 
like Mobutu’s troops. The men 
started shaking their heads. And 
anyone caught — espe- 

cially anyone vritnh'wcapoa.'" 
gets killed immediately. 

When asked their names, the old 
men politely refused, a holdover 
from fears of ruthless reprisals 
meted out by Mobutu’s regime — 
as well as a caution against the 
uncertainties Kabila bod^ 

Hailed as a liberator after 
Kinshasa fell to his Alliance of 
Democratic ForccSs^^for the 
Liberation of Congo omMay 17, 
enthusiasm dampened after 
Kabila grabbed the presidency 
and responsibiUty for defense — 
leaving no room for a prime min- 
ister or deputy president to check 
his control 

His well-known security obses- 
sion has done little to endear him 
to his new subjects. By Sunday, 
he had made only one public 
appearance — a stage-managed 
visit to a hospital on Saturday 
where he said for the first time 
that ciccdons called for by oppo- 
sition groups and Western pow- 
ers woidd come only after a two- 
year transidan perit^. 


President flees after Aftican coup- 


FREETOWN, Sierra Leone 
(AP) — • Rebellious soldiers 
claimed control over this small 
west African country Sundoy 
after seizing the legislature 
and burning the national trea- 
sury. The elected president 
reportedly fled to neighboring 
Guinea. 

The mutineers took over the 
nadonol assembly after clashing 
with Nigerian troops who were 
stadoned in the capita] Freetown 
to help defend the civilian gov- 
ernment against rebels, witnesses 
said. 

Stray fire, including rocket-pro- 
pelled grenades and mortars, hit 
the U.S. Embassy, 200 yards from 
the assembly bimding, according 
to a Marine guard reached by 
telephone. 

The building suffered some 



damage but there were no casual- 
ties, said the guard speaking on 
condidon of anonymity. 

The Sate Department said two 
Americans were injured when 
their home was looted. There was 
no word on their names or extent 
of injuries.

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$4.5 million sewer bond issue backs up to'the'palls^

HAILEY — Hailey residents go to the 
polls Tuesday to vote on a $45 million 
bond Issue to build a new ^.5 million 
sewer plant in Woodiside, possibly end- 
ing a yearlong sewer crisis. 

. The bond issue requires a simple . 
majority to pass. 

If the issue wins the majority, the 
city’s Riverside treatment plant will 
cl^. City officials contend sewer rates 
will drop, based on an equation which 
allows for 100 new hookups per yw. If 
the votes foils, the rates could go higher, 
they say. 

A $1.9 million bond issue was defeat- 


ed soundly in May IMS. 

If Tuesday’s bond issue goes down, 
. dry offidols say they will be forced to 
throw good mon^ after bad by upgrad- 
ing the Riverside facility to meet 
Environmental Protection Agents smh- 
dards. The EPA imposed a moratorium 
on the plant last year for discharging 
excess levcls*of effluent into the Big 
Wood River. 

Waste water manager Ray Hyde said 


protecting die Big Wood River should be 
the priority os voters go to the polls, not 
controlling growth. The Riverside treat- 
rnent fadlity had experienced two mishaps ' 
since February, one two weeks ago as llo^ 
waters threatened the'Lawrenee.Hcaglc 
Park where the sewer plimtsits. 

Sewer users fees cost $20.25 per 
month. With 0 new sewer plant in place, 
city officials say 100 new users can 
hookup each year, providing $129,500 in 
future revenue. 

That, coupled with a lower-annual 
oiwration cost - because only one plant 
be operating - and a low 4.5-perccnt 
interest rate on the bond add up to a 
monthly increase of 50 cents per month, 
Hyde said. 

However, officials maintain if the 


bond fails, Riverside and Woodsidc will 
have to be upgraded to meet the EPA 
requirements. Hyde said the city will 
use $1.85 million in the dty’s sewer con- 
nection fee account, plus borrow money. 
Hyde calculates, the monthly increase to' 
residents will be $1.50 if the bond elec- 
tion is unsuccessfuL 

Also on the ballot is a question about 
controlling Hailey’s growth through city 
legation. 

The growth question is on advisory 
one city leaders say will guide i^cm in 
directing a growth ordinance if 
passed. If the city limits the hookups 
to 100 per year, the growth rate in 
Hailey would average four percent 
annually.

State education department 
earns an F on math tests

The state education department 
blundered when it administered a 
math test to students that covered ma- 
terial they had not yet been taught. 

Oops. 

It looks like some math test results 
arc destined for the trash can - and 
with the Idaho Department of Educa- 
tion^ blessing. 

Tlio Direct Mathematics Assessment 
tests was given to all fourth- and 
eighth-grade students for the second 
consecutive year. 

There was only one problem: Stu- 
dents hadn't been taught that .cur- 
riculum, by direction of the same edu- 
cation department that issued the 
exam. 

Vou have to ask what’s going on 
there. 

A spokesperson for State Superin- 
' tenden^of Education An ne Fox smd 
si ni ply t h a t her BepartniefTt'iiaB' 
messed up. The department promises 
to correct it for next year. 

Let’s hope. 

Department officials have said only 
that the tests were not grade-level ap- 
propriate. No test results will be re- 
leased. Districts that already received 
the results are instructed to destroy 
them. 

No harm done? 

Hardly. 

There have been some questions 
among educators as to the appropri- 
ateness of state-assessed tests. Some 


a^e that they take up valuable doss 
time and sometimes give a skewed pic- 
ture of student performaoce. 

We believe the tests are worthwhile. 

But the recent blunder is certainly 
no shining example. 

The state wasted some valuable 
time and resources administering the 
test. The Legislanue gave the educa- 
tion department SSOO.OOO to conduct 
student testing this year, induding the 
math test 

Then there's the time to write the 
test. 

The tests apparently are rewritten 
each year to Iwcp students from shar- 
ing artswers. 

But those paid to write the tests ap- 
parently didn't know all the academic 
facts. The tests induded concepts that 
they had not yet been taught, but 
would learn before the end of the 
school year. . 

The problem? 

The tests were conducted at the be- 
ginning or middle of the year. And an 
education department offidal admit- 
ted the state did not seek enough 
opinion from teachers and math ex- 
pWts when writing the tests. 

This isn’t the first time the educa- 
tion departmer\t — under Fox^ control 
— has goofed. Miscommunication 
seems to be a common theine. 

And the people getting caught in 
the mix-up are tiie kids. 

Chalk up tinother F for Fox’s depart- 
ment. And yet one more loss of trust.

doctors who are not ollerjtists. He said 
he thinks this is because he and Dr. 
Gregory Kadlec, both at Asthma & 
Allergy of Idaho, sec the most severe 
asthmatics. 

If a person is already well controlled 
with what he’s on now, the two doctors 
don’t see a need to switdi. 

"We have been supplementing with 
this (new medication) where it seems 
appropriate,” Henry said, "but we 
haven’t been radically altering our med- 
ical regimen.” 

What Hemys office gives for asthma 
"dcpieiids on’ its'severity.'For riiild ostK- ' 
mattes (symptoms once" or twice a 
week), Henry prescribes a beta-agonist 
inhaler (bronco-dilator) like Provcntol; 
with the patient using one or two puffs 
osneeded. 

. For severe cases and people who ore 
limiting their activities and waking up 
at night with asthma symptoms, an 
inhaled Intal (chromolyn) or Tiladc (a 
bronco-dilator) is usually presoribed for 
younger children. ■ 

' Henry said most patients who have . 
asthma do have a certain amount of.. _ 
exercise-induced asthma. A smaller 
number of people don’t have asthma 
any other 'time except with exercise. 
These folks prc-mcdicate by using 
inhalers before cxcrdsc. 

"Frequently, if the person has concur- 
rent allergic rhinitis we have found that 
having them on one of the non-sedating 
antihistamines also helps their asthma,” 

' Henry said. "I stress non-sedating, 
because over-the-counter, antihista- 
mines actually have a warning that says 
you don't take it if you have asthma. So

dosage. When Brandon’s asthma was 
under control, he was tested for aller- 
gies. 

Dakota’s allergy tests have mmed up 
dogs and dust mites, so for. 

Although Brenda Barton has never 
been tested, her own dllergy symplonu 
mlglit mean that the kids mhented the 
problem from her. 



Dr. Richard Hcniy, a Twin Falls aller- 
gist affiliated with Asthma & Allergy of 
Idaho, said there is a definite genetic 
predisposition to asthma. If one or both 
parents have it, there’s a good chance 
the children will, too. 

Hcni^ said asthma is defined as a 
lung disease with the following charac- 
teristics: 

• Airway obstruction that ‘is 
reversible (but not completely so in 
rome patients), either spontaneously or 
with troaonem 

• Airway inflomination 

• Increased airway responsiveness to 
a variety of stimuli
